LARGEST TURKEY 
FARM IS WOMAN’S 


Ardenode, Alta., Nov. 12th.—Nine 
jyears ago, Mrs. W. A. Freeman, of 
; Ardenode, Alberta, a native of Wis- 
consin, U.S.A., won a pair of. bronze 
turkeys in a raffle. She now has the 
largest turkey ranch in Canada and is 
the acknowledged queen of turkey 
| raising in the Dominion. Her turkeys 
Bites return a revenue of $10,000 this | 
year. wets : 
The winning of the pair of turkeys 
in the raffle suggested to Mrs. Free- 
man the idea of raising turkeys as a’ 
side line. 

_ This year she has raised 2,500 birds. 
| Three hundred hens, all government 
inspected, have supplied the demand 
for eggs in 1930 and 45 of the most 
perfect hens have been selected for 
first class breeding stock. A revenue 
of $2,000 has already been obtained 
this year from the sale of eggs and 
$2,500 from the breeding stock. The 
receipts from the sale of table birds 
for Thanksgiving and Christmas are 
expected to bring this year’s total up 
to $10,000. 

The Freeman farni on which the 
turkeys are raised has a creek run- 
ning through it,,which supplies a 
constant and plentiful supply of good 
water, an essential for successful tur- 
key raising. The soil is sandy, which 
assures good drainage. Most ‘of the 
chicks are hatched in incubators. Af- 


ter hatching the chicks are sheltered 
for about ten days in large coops and 
|then allowed to roam, The main 
flock is kept on about 300 acres of 
land, fenced in. Scrupulous attention 
| is paid to the cleanliness of the sheds,’ 
roosts, etc., which are sprayed with 
shingle oil ftom time to time to Je- 
stroy fleas, lice, ete,

their respective homes. The Royal 
York could not of course fully ac- 
commodate them and the Canadian © 
Pacific Railway built “Fez City” of 
railway coaches for the purpose 
near the hotel. 


Meat and dairy products are in- 
creasing in popularity on the daily 
menu of the people of Canada. 
The per capita ‘consumptidn of 
meat is eight per cent, greater 
than in 1920 and the total quantity 
of meat consumed annually in the 
Dominion has increased 20 per 
cent. in the last 10 years. 


Ontario tops the list of Cana- 
dian provinces with fatalities at 
level crossings during the past 
three years, according to Arthur 
Gaboury, secretary-general of the 
Province of Quebec. Safety League, 
His figures show 71 deaths in 
1928; 78 in 1929 and 16 to the end 
of May, 1930. These compare 
with 39, 7 and 7 for Quebec in the 
same periods. The greatly reduced 
numbers in the case of Quebec are 
attributable, says Mr. Gaboury, to 
the observance of the law. in that 
province calling upon cars tostop 
when reaching a crossing, whether 
a train is in sight or. not.
